The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest an outside mirror for a motor 
vehicle comprising a mirror foot fastenable to the vehicle and a mirror carrier fastenable to the 
mirror foot, wherein the mirror foot includes a circular symmetrical retaining element in the form 
of a sleeve having a first detent element; and a second detent contour associated the mirror foot; 
wherein the mirror carrier includes a recess having a first detent contour and guide surfaces 
including protruding guide lugs, and wherein the associated elements of said mirror foot and said 
mirror carrier are interconnected in such a manner which includes the limitations and 
arrangement, as recited in claims 1,16 and 17 such that said mirror carrier is capable of 
swiveling or rotating about an axis.
